Charges published in the London Lancet, 
to the effect that the stockyards are 4 
menace to the world’s health, are declared by 
the packers to be Inspired’ in favor of Ger- 
man packing industries. Representatives of 
companies at the yards said yesterday that 
the writer of the article was influenced in 
his investigation by German agrarian laws 
aimed at the export meat trade of America. 

“ This is upheld by the Yorkshfre 
Post of Leeds,”’ said Thomas Wilson of Nel- 
son Morris & Co. “ The Post, in a recent 
series of articles, upbraided the Lancet 
for its opposition to American industries. 

“The truth is, every precaution is taken 
against contamination of the product. Scald- 
ing water is the antiseptic, and it is used j 
plentifuly and often, The government in- 
spection is adequate in every way. ’ 

“Inspection is as careful as it can be," 
said wr. O. E. Dyson, the government in- 
spector at the yards, who has 166 deputies 
under his charge. “ Every carcass that comes 
from the slaughter house. is inspected and
